In the first plncc, to .speak of ecticrnllllcs, 
weeds cause m approximate yciirly \oes to 
aErlculLure of 53.000,000.000. This sum. ac- 
cording to govcrtiment figures, equals the loss 
caused by Insect pesta, animal and plant 
diseases. 

As to the lni;)o.sslblllty of the tii.sk of weed 
extermination: Weeds mature a.stronomlr.al 
numbers of sccdR each year, Hnmo IntUvldual 
plants may hold .-iurficlent .seeds In a single 
season to fully "plant" an acre of ground, 

Re.search dlsclo.ses the tunible-wced capa- 
ble of produclag approximately 180.000 seeds; 
the amaranth plRwecd, IOG.500 sced.s; nlRht- 
ahade. 178.000; wild lettuce. 53,000 and poison 
hemlock, 3S,DDD. 

Even buried .^ecds may remain alive for 
years. Government experimental slaltons 
have discovered It not uncommon for burled 
weed seeds to retain their gormlnntlnR power 
10. 20, and ovea 40 years. 

Many weeds, even after being removed 
from the soli, mature their .seeds; many ripen 
secdB from blooms previously mowed; some 
ripen with planted crops, are often harvested 
with grain; some, because they ao clo.sely re- 
Hcmblo planted crops, are erroneously con- 
sidered as Impurities nnd may only be separ- 
atod by speclr.lly-deslgned equipment; some 
seeds, equipped with hairy appcndngea, scat- 
ter long distances by the wind, and others, 
through spines and hooks, attach themselves 
to animals. ' 

Weeds, according to the experts, nrc cla.ssl- 
flcd In four groups. The first, annuals, start 
from seeds In spring or stimmor. ripen and 
die the aame season; the winter annual bc- 
■ gins with seed In autumn, develops a low ros- 
ette prior to winter, and produces Its .iceds 
In the following summer; biennials. In the 
first year, start from soed-s In sprlnR, produce 
a email crown ot leaves from what is called a 
tap root, following In the next spring with 
flowers which produce seeds In autumn; per- 
ennials run the full scale the first year, pro- 
ducing seeds from seeds, or they may pro- 
duce two years Inter. 

The hardest to control are the creeping 
perennials. They produce by root, by undcr- 
grotmd stems, nnd also by seed. Some roots 
of this type have been found 20 feet under- 
ground. 

It's going to be long and costly to "control" 
weed growth In Magic Valley. But It must be 
done. Whatever Is spent In the effort will he 
returned a hundredfold— If the project Is 
continued year after year: nature does not 
wait upon men to make up their minds. 

But no' one .should even Imagine that' this 
'unwanted growth will ever be eliminated. It 
cannot be.
